Application of new truck load 
limit regulations by the provin- 
cial government has forced at 
least 70 trucks working on vital 
projects to stop operating, Jack 
Taylor, secretary of the Alberta 
Motor Transport Association, 
stated Thursday.

Britain and States, Then. 


Keep Territorial Gains 


Japanese propagandists hdpe eventually to drive a wedge be- 
tween Britain and the United States and to reach some sort of a 
compromise settlement with Washington while retaining those 
parts of the British and Dutch Empires which Japan has seized, 
the former chief correspondent of the British United Press in 
Tokyo, who has just reached the United States after being released 
from a Nipponese internment camp, explains in the following dis- 
patch.—EDITOR

The Japanese assert that they consider

The reasons for this propaganda line, which appar- 
ently was adopted about the time the agreement was

reached to allow the repatriation of Americans who were 
interned in Japanese prison camps, are, of course, ap- 
parent. 


The Tokyo military gangsters hope to achieve a num- 
ber of ends, including: 


1—They would like to drive a wedge between Britain | 
and the United States which would enable them eventually | 
to make some kind of a comprise peace agreement with 
Washington while retaining the rich areas in southeast Asia 
they have seized from Britain and the Netherlands Indies. | 
The Netherlands Indies, it must be explained, are considered 
virtually a part of Britain so far as Japanese thinking goes. | 


Hope to Weaken “Will to War” 


2—The Japanese hope to weaken the American 
people's will to war. They believe most Americans are rich, 
soft and peace-loving and that when they have to start} 
“doing without things” they will prefer to call off the war 
rather than undergo major sacrifices. 


3—The mililarists hope they can weaken President | 
Ruosevelt’s leadership, All their propaganda, in the new | 
line adopted just before those of us who were interned

The city’s street railway system is 
handling 35 per cent more traffic than it 
did a year ago, with a prospect that the 
cars will be still more crowded when cold 
weather comes. 

New cars and trolley busses are sim- 
ply not obtainable, and repair parts for 
the present carriers are hard to get. The 
system is fairly likely to be swamped with 
business by mid-winter, but passengers in 
the rush hours must be pfcked up and de- 
livered on schedule or war work and other 
essential services will be interfered with.

Hitler Helpers 


If the Irish Republican Army is not 
being paid by Hitler it is being cheated. 
An official statement issued by the police 
says: “This illegal organization has been 
preparing for attacks on members of the 
armed forces of the crown, the police, and 
United States forces stationed in North- 
ern Ireland.”

Japan Also Has Limits 


In the Solomons, New Guinea and 
China the Japanese have cezsed to hold 
the initiative, and are now fighting to 
keep their positions, 

At Chungking and Melbourne it is sug- 
gested that this change from offen- 
Sive to defensive tactics is due to plans at 
Tekyo to concentrate military power for 
an attack on Siberia. This view is sup- 
ported by the resignation of foreign min- 
ister Togo from the cabinet and the kick- 
ing out of his deputy Nishi. 

Togo was the only civilian member of 
the Tojo ministry, was the father of the 
non-aggression pact with Russia, and 
bears the reputation of preferring nego- 
tiation to war in dealing with that coun- 
try. His ejection could be a face-saving 
dodge on the part of his colleagues, as a 
preliminary to setting aside the pact and 
stabbing Russia in the back. 

But, whatever their plans elsewhere, 
the Japanese are not relaxing their grip 
on the Solomons, New Guinea and eastern 
China of their own accord. They have 
taken the defensive in those areas be- 
cause they had to. They couldn’t con- 
tinue on the aggressive there and also 
muster strength for an assault on Si- 
beria. 

The Allies have suffered defeats in 
many parts of the world because they 
could not be strong everywhere, No more 
can Japan, with all its vast preparation, 
keep advancing on all the fronts, big and 
little, it has chosen to open up. It cannot 
hold the territory it has grabbed in the 
south and in China, and also launch a full 
scale assault in the north. But it is to be

Civilians Versus Soldiers 


At Montreal and Toronto the unem- 
ployment offices were “besieged” on 
Tuesday by people who wanted to know 
whether the new manpower regulations 
would prevent them quitting their jobs or 
changing to others. 

The regulations do not, of course, do 
either of these things—as yet, They do 
not prevent anyone giving up his present 
employment, or seeking to change. But 
they are framed to discourage both. 

An employee who wants to leave his 
job is required to give the selective ser- 
vice officials seven days’ notice of his in- 
tention in writing, and he must obtain a 
permit from them before he applies for 


employment elsewhere, The aim is to

check the dislocation of war industry and 
general business by the shifting of labor; 
but employees are not ‘frozen’ in their 
present jobs. ; 

If the men who thronged the offices in 
these cities read the newspapers or lis- 
ten to the radio—they doubtless do both 
—they must have read or heard the regu- 
lations explained. Apparently they were 
afraid the explanations were only sugar- 
coaung, and thought compulsion was 
somewhere hidden in the clauses of the 
new orders. 

This sensitiveness to a suspected re- 
Straint upon civil liberties is rather typi- 
cal of the popular reaction in Canada to 
war regulations. One week the country is 
ringing with demands for total war. But 
the next week inere is a clamor against 
rationing, or priorities, or some other re- 
striction, with an out-cropping here and 
there of strike-threat demands for high- 
er pay. 

What the civilian population will have 
to get more clearly in mind is that we 
cannot have total war and at the same 
time maintain the do-as-you-please order 
of things in business or employment or 
finance. : 

Suppose the new manpower regula- 
tions were compulsory—which they may 
have to be made later on—are not the men 
in our fighting forces subject to compul- 
sion? Our soldiers and sailors and air- 
men cannot quit their jobs if they want 
to, nor change them at will. Are civilians 
entitled to immunity from _ interference 
with their liberties and conveniences and 
preferences while these men must obey 
orders even unto death?

Farm Scientists 


Speed Reserves 
Vegetable Oils 


OTTAWA, Sept. 3—(CP)—Ca- 
nadian farm scientists are speed- 
ing the development of formid- 
able reserves to be used in the 

North American battle against a 
shortage of vegetable oils. 

When Japanese forces struck in 
the Pacific last December import- 
ant supplies of vegetable oils norm- 
ally imported by the United States 
and Canada were cut off. 

Experimental farm officials re- 
vealed yesterday that two programs 
conducted this year give promise 
of largely supplementing Canadian 
oils’ production,

Japanese planes came over for | 
about the 10th time that morning. 

I started looking around for a 
likely place to duck into when I no- 
ticed one of the Maryknoll Mis- 
sionary Fathers sitting under a 
tree. Most of the branches had 
been blown off by bomb fragments 
or concussion and it was more like 
a burnt wooden stake than a tree. 

But the Maryknoll Father was sit- 
ting there quite calmly and smiling 
at me. He crooked his finger at me 
and I went over and sat down on 
the ground beside him. 

“Would you like to receive Holy 
communion?” he asked. 


HOLY COMMUNION 

I am a Catholic and since the 
Japanese attacked I had not had a 
chance to go to Confession or to 
receive Holy Communion. I knelt 
on my knees and made my Confess- 
ion. Even as he murmured the 
familiar words of absolution, I felt 


better. There were Japanese bombs 
heaving the ground beneath us, but 
his voice was calm and steady and 
when I shut my eyes it seemed 
different from the peaceful gloom 
of the confessional. All the strain 


and the tenseness and the feeling 
of death flowed out of me. 
Then he drew from his hip poc- 
ket a small metal container which 
contained the Host and gave me

Holy Communion, Then we sat 
in silence for a while under the 
tree and watched the planes 
wheeling high above us in the 
clear cold sunlight. 

Then the all-clear sounded and 
I thanked him and said good-by and 
we went back through the Japan- 
ese gunfire to Aberdeen and that 
was the way the Maryknoll Fathers 
were all through the siege of 
Hong Kong. They were utterly ob- 
livious to danger. They cared for 
the wounded. They gave the last 
sacraments to the dying. 


CONSOLED THE AFFLICTED 
They gave counsel and hope and 
life again to men whose wives and 
children were hostages to the 
Japanese. They consoled 


out of their minds because of the 
things they had seen and been 
through. All the terror and vio- 
lence of the Japanese could not 
make them leave their work. I sup- 
pose that was why the Japanese 


might hate them so much. When 
you are dealing out death and hor- 
ror, you expect to see men cringe. 
The Maryknoll Fathers did not 
cringe.

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Price Limit Set 
For Feed Grains 


OTTAWA, Sept. 3. — (CP). — A 
formula establishing maximum sell- 
ing prices for feed grains was out- 
lined last night by F. W. Presant, 
feeds administrator for the wartime 


prices and trade board. 

Specifically, the orc@er provides 
that the maximum price F.O.B. 
seller's point of distribution at. 
which any person may sell feed 
grain shall be the sum of: 

4-The laid-down cost at point 
of distribution, not to exceed ceil- 
ing prices for coarse grains fixed 
by the Canadian Wheat Board and 
less any rebateable amounts auth- 
orized by the government or any 
government agency. (A previous 
announcement, made jointly by the 
Prices Board and the Agricultural 
Supplies Board, authorized a draw- 
back of eight cents a bushel on 
western wheat bought for feed use 
in Canada after Aug. 1.) 

2—The seller's normal mark-up, 
not to exceed that established by 
him during the basic period, in- 
cluding his profit and cost of pro- 
cessing, mixing, handling, retailing 
and other services “To the extent 
that such services are performed” 
by the seller. 

Feed grain for purposes of the 
order includes wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, Indian corn, buckwheat and 
flax, whether whole, ground, cut, 
crushed or used in feed mixtures 
for livestock and poultry.

The mental health situation in 
Alberta is being coped with fa- 
vorably in spite of numerous han- 
dicaps, Dr. R. R. McLean, medi- { 
cal superintendent of the mental 
hospital at Ponoka, told members 
of the Edmonton Rotary club at 
their regular tuncheon meeting 
at the Macdonald hotel Thursday. 


He spoke on “Mental Uealth” 
and outlined the work of health 
officials of the province in their 


efforts to deal with the situation} 
that in past years had shown signs 
of increasing in gravity.

chairman of the meeting. | 

Dr. McLean stated that increas- 
ing efforts on the part of provin- 
cial heaith bodies, and individual 
health officials has been the main} 
factor in coping with the mental | 
health situation in the province.

It is out of the question to con- 
sider making a landing on a forti- 
fied and strongly defended hostile 
coast at any point out of range of 
shore-based fighter aircraft.

Large quantities of ,parachute 
troops and air-borne specialists are 
indispensable for the assault of 
well-defended coasts even when 
they can be covered by an um- 
brella of shore-based fighters. And 
so the main assault upon the 
North of France may be postponed 
for a while. 

None of these . considerations, 
however, apply to West Africa, 
where forces could be landed under 
the protection of warships and car- 
rier-borne aircraft, or put ashore on 
friendly territory as at Sierra 
Leone. The very landing of a pow- 
erful force in this area with the 
serious threat to Rommel’s rear it 
would obviously offer would com- 
pel the redistribution of German 
strength. It would thus postpone a 
showdown in the Middle East which 
might not go in our favor and would 
be disastrous if it did not. 

On the fighting fronts, there has 
been nothing to occasion alarm. The 
Russians are holding well and have 
prevented any further German ad- 
vances either toward the Black Sea 
or the Caspian in the North Cau- 
casus theatre of war. For their own 
part, the Russians are pressing 
ahead with their offensive opera- 
tions from Voronezh to Rzhev, with 
continued but unspectacular suc- 
cess, 


ENEMIES BEING HELD 


In the southwest Pacific, the news 

is encouraging. American ground 
forces are officially described as 
dominating six islands in the Solo- 
mon group, and there is no evi- 
dence that the Japanese are in any 
position to prevent them from con- 
solidating their position and ex- 
tending the area under their con- 
trol. The action at Milne Bay, 
where the Japanese fell into a neat- 
ly contrived ambush and suffered 
haavy loss of materials, has greatly 
improved Allied prospects. 

The enemy cannot stand still. 
He must either go forward and 
meet the Allied chailenge to pos- 
session of the territory along the 
northeastern approaches to Aus- 
tralia, or reconcile himself to 
being driven out. 

In the latter case, he will be well 
| advised to concentrate his strength 
on manning and fortifying the out- 
posts of his newly won East Indian 
empire. The loss of his bases on the 
Solomon Islands and the sharp, if 
| local defeat at Milne Bay mark the 
| beginning of a process by which 
Japanese military policy in the 
| Southwest Pacific will pass from

R.C.M.P., from his hospital bed the 
day after the accident, was also 
read to the jury. 

In his signed statement Bour- 
assa admitted that he had been 
consuming liquor during the day 
and evening. He stated that he 
left Edmonton shortly after noon 
to pay a visit to the farm of 
Wilfred Paradis, his brother-in- 
law, four miles from Fort Sask- 
atchewan. 

He stated that he had spent the 
balance of the afternoon and most 
of the evening at Fort Saskatche- 
wan, trying to make a deal for the 
sale of his car. 

Failing to make a deal, Bourassa 
stated he was returning to Edmon- 
ton and was approaching the city 
limits when the crash occurred. 


According to the statement he 
gave to R:C.M.P. officers Bour- 
assa was travelling between 30 
and 35 miles per hour at the time 
of the accident. He stated that 
he believed he was lighting a 
cigarette immediately prior to the 
crash. He was travelling with the 
lights dimmed, he said, 

- Evidence given by Mr. and Mrs. 
| Paradis, E. H. Barron, Fort Sask- 
}atchewan car dealer; Leo Godbout, 
|truck driver of Fort Saskatchewan; 
|O. L. Boisjoli and Herbert Turner,
